The sense and propriety of trading at home have conre to be 


pretty well understood by most communities, and ye't there) 
are many"individuals who imagine thai they can do better in 
some matters by going away fronrhpme }p buy, and it is quite 
possible 'that -in- some cases they.;dj|- So; far as this is true it 
places a responsibility upon (he merchants and producers, who 
have no'right to complain of people"taKing their trade out of 
town in cases where this results in an actual saving. 
,:. But in the large sense there is no need of the people of any 
prosperous town going away from home to trade. The home 
merchants are usually in.a'.position to do as well by them as 
any others can, and are more than anxious to do it, for as 
business men they realize more keenly than the average indi- 
vidual fhe value of keeping the money of a town in (he town. 


In one of the smaller New England cities there is just now a 


concerted movement to induce the people to do their trading 
at home, so far as possible, and the question of bread is at the 
front. There are numerous bakeries in the city, from all of 
which good bread is being .hinted, ouUevery day, but sonic of 
the people think they can buy belter'b'fead that is made else-1 


where, and the .-result-is that a considerable market for out of 
towivbread is found there. An'effort is now being made to 
keep this trade at home, and that the bakers must meet the 
conditions squarely is shown by a'newspaper statement- in 
connection with the movement, which is that "many find the 
outside bread quite as good as that baked at home, and that the 
home bakers should do all in their power to make first-class 
bread."

Before people can properly be urged to trade at home they 


must be assured thaUlhey can do as well there as they can 
anywhere else. With such assurance few people will go nwa\/ 
from home to trade, aside-from those who get in the habit of 
imagining (hat'they can g^ef better goods and more for their 
money in some other (o'wn. 


But those'people are in'the vast minority in every com-' 


immily. Most men and women prefer to trade at home, both 
for'convenience and the fact that it is better for the town that 
they should do this. The larger fhe home trade the better are 
the merchanls enabled to nie'et and satisfy all demands, both as. 
to quality and prices, and consequently I he encouragement of 
home .trading is always iti order. 
It rests with the merchants 


to meet the competition offered by other towns, and it is clear- 
ly. Tor.(he-interest of the people to spend their money in their
